Divorces. are increasing. Al- 
though social hygiene campaigns 
have brought millions of cases to 
treatment and cure and, better 
methods and medicines have made 
it easier to control, and the secrecy 
and false modesty on sex questions 
have been largely broken down, 
yet-so many new cases of venereal 
disease appears that the national 
rate has not materially decreased. 
These and other indications show 
that there has been an alarming in- 
crease in sex sins. Why? 

Some primitive peoples, even 
savage races, have relatively few 
cases of adultery. Certainly among 
Jews under the strict Mosaic law, 
when the death penalty was en- 


forced for this sin, it was rela- 
tively rare, compared with our 
modern standards. In early Ameri- 
can days it was far rarer. than 
now. I can rememhker when the di- 
vorced woman, the “grass widow,” 
was in disgrace and her company 
avoided by the best people. The 
number of known _illigitimate 
births in America doubled in one 
year during the first World War. 
Some fallen women in brothels car- 
ried on their sin in the old days, 
but the looseness that is now prev- 
alent between the sexes, even of 
very young people, would never 
have been tolerated among decent 
people in the old times. Adultery

' | I would like tonight to speak some 

clear word, to help those within 

_ these walls who are wrong with 
God, and also those who are lis- 
tening in by means of radio, to be 
rightly positioned toward Christ, 
our divine Saviour and Lord! . 
Our text tonight is a clear state- 
ment of the way whereby one may 
be saved. Note it very carefully: 
“For Christ also hath once suf- 
fered for sins, the just for the un- 
just, that he might bring us to 
God.” There are two clear truths 
standing out in the text. The first 
truth is that sin must be suffered 
for, and the second -truth set over 
against the first is that God has 
provided an adequate remedy for 
the sinner. Note again, the great 
affirmation of the text: “Christ al- 
so hath once suffered for sins, the 
just for the unjust, that he might 
bring us to God.” 


|. Sin Must Be Suffered For 
The first truth proclaimed . by 
the text is that sin must be suf- 
fered for. Now men recognize such 
truth who never heard of the Bible. 
They know it in China, in darkest 
Africa, in every land in all the 
wide world, they know that sin is 
followed by retribution. The truth 
is everywhere written large that 
whatsoever men sdw, that shall 
they also reap. Men know, even 
without the light of the Bible, that 
Sin must be suffered for. Human 
_ statutes everywhere give recogni- 

_ tion of this truth. The moral con- 
Science of the world would be 
Shocked if sin were not to be suf- 
fered for. Civilization would be im- 
periled, would be destroyed, if sin 
were not called to account. We are 
never, therefore, to allow mere sen- 
timent to pervert our sense of 
righteousness and justice. There 
Stands the inexorable fact that 
sin must be suffered for. All men 
who think must recognize it. 
Again, God has written the con- 
sciousness of such fact in the very 
constitution of our beings. Think 
of the power of memory in human 
_life.. What haunting power it has! 
Of all the powers God has given 
us, none is more wonderful than 
memory. Imagination is mystic and 
wonderful, and so also is hope, but 
memory has a. two-fold power. It 
can. gather things up and store 
them away in a secret cabinet, and 
long years later, it can unlock such 
cabinet and disclose all its long- 
hidden secrets. 


Conscience Proves Sin Must Be 


Suffered For 
Think also of the power of con-. 
science, It is the monitor within, 
which makes its cry concerning 
right and wrong. Conscience makes 
the cry that sin must be suffered 
for. Ofttimes this cry is more acute 
than words can ever express. The 
most distressing agony I have ever 
seen in the world has not been 
physical agony, intense as that 
sometimes is, but it is the agony 
incident to an accusing conscience. 
I have seen vast numbers of sorely 
wounded men in the great war in 
Europe. But the most pitiful agony 
I have ever seen was not the agony 
incident to™% mutilated and suffer- 
ing body, but it was the agony of 
a& wounded conscience. I have seen 
men as they sought to hide them- 
selves from the face of God as the 
consciousness of their sins came 
a home to them, 
 \....,. When you turn to the Bible, -its 
| pages quickly disclose some of the 
most vital illustrations of the aw- 
ful vitality and persistence of con- 
science. One thinks of Judas, who 
sold Jesus for thirty pieces of sil- 
ver, or about fifteen dollars in our 
“money, and a few hours later, the 
picture is given of Judas coming 
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back to those chief priests with 
whom he traded, flinging down his 
money at their feet, and begging 
them that they undo the bargain 
that he had made with them. But 
the men laughed him to scorn. Jud- 
as said in effect: ‘This money 
burns my brain; it burns my 
hands; it burns my conscience, for 
I have betrayed innocent blood. 
Let us undo the awful trade.” But 
the men mocked him to scorn, fol- 
lowing which Judas committed sui- 
cide, goaded to his death by an 
accusing conscience. 


One thinks of John the Baptist, 
standing before Herod and remind- 
ing Herod of his wrong relations 
toward the woman by his side— 
Herodias. John reminded him in 
words that burned like fire: “It 
is not lawful for thee to have her.” 
They both winced under John’s 
pungent, burning arraignment, but 
they bided their time, and particu- 
larly so did that resentful woman. 
Thus did she advise her daughter, 
“When Herod offers you some re- 
ward for your dancing, tell him 
you want the head of that preach- 
er, severed from his shoulders.”’ So, 
when the young woman danced be- 
fore Herod and his guests, he was 
so pleased that he promised her a 
great reward, and at once, having 
been prompted by her mother, she 
said: “Very well, you have prom- 
ised to give me the reward that 
I ask; I will ask for the head of 
that preacher who talked so plain- 
ly to you and mother. Let his head 
come from his shoulders and be 
brought to mother!” And the wick- 
ed, time-serving Herod sent his 
executioner down into John’s dun- 
geon, and, a little later, the execu- 
tioner came back, bringing the 
head of John the Baptist, severed 
from his body. No further bother 
for Herod and Herodias now! The 
man, their true friend, who told 
them what was involved in their 
sinful course, is silent now. Days 
went by and weeks, and again 
Herod and his courtiers were feast- 
ing and reveling, and they began 
to talk about what was going on 
in the country. Presently, it is 
easy to fancy how one said to an- 
other: “Have you heard about that 
remarkable person who is going up 
and down the country, and that 
wherever he goes, the multitudes 
are eager to hear’ him? Have you 
heard about him? We wonder who 
he is?”’ And Herod, all aghast with 
excitement, biurted out the cry: 
“This is John the Baptist, he is 
risen from the dead; and therefore 
mighty works do show forth them- 


with illustrations of the vitality 
and the power of conscience. 


Likewise, all secular literature 
is crowded with illustrations of the 
power of conscience. The daily pa- 
pers told us a little while ago of 
a man who was on trial for murder. 
The case against him was built up 
entirely out of circumstantial evi- 
dence. Nobody saw him do the aw- 
ful deed of taking the life of his 
fellow man. But the network of 
testimony was steadily built up, and 
the hour came on for the speeches 
of the lawyers to the jury. Present- 
ly, the prosecuting attorney, with 
vivid imagination and powerful 
ability to delineate behaviour, 
turned to the prisoner at the bar 
and said: “Gentlemen of the jury 
this prisoner is the man who com- 
mitted the murder!” And the trem- 
bling, terrified prisoner arose, and 
said, “God pity me, I am the guilty 
man!”’ Conscience could no longer 
be silenced. It may be stupefied 
and dulled, it may be badly mis- 
treated and mistaught, but it will 
sooner or later make its painful cry, 
and often in the most unexpected 
times and ways. 


Look at the great dramatists and 
novelists, like Shakespeare and 
George Eliot, and see how their 
writings live on, because they rec- 
ognize the vitality and power of 
conscience. What does Shakespeare 
mean to say as Lady Macbeth 
seeks in vain to wash out the blood 
spot on her hand? The meaning is 
that conscience is making its 
haunting cry, that.sin must be ac- 
counted for. George Eliot, in one 
of the most realistic of all her 
books, tells the story of a young 
girl who strays from the path of 
rectitude. The saddest, most awful

ll. Christ Came to Die for 


Our Sins ~ 

Christianity is the gospel of re- 
demption, and therefore we think 
of-Jesus as a Redeemer, as a Sav- 
iour,-as dying in our stead, “the 
just for the unjust that he might 
bring us to God.” The Bible does 
not speak of Jesus as a Socrates, 
as a Seneca, as a Lee or.as a Lin- 
coln, but as a substitutionary, sin- 
bearing Saviour, atoning, vicarious 
Redeemer. The one vast fact that 
stands out in the Bible, is the fact 
of Christ’s death for sin. That was 
the vast fact which broke Paul’s 
heart, and broke the heart of his 
fellow apostles, and sent them out 
as flaming evangels for the con- 
quest of the world. The fact that 
Christ came to die, not for himself, 
but to die for us, the just for the 
unjust, that we might be brought 
by him into right relations with 
God—this is the central fact in his 
gospel. It is the crowning fact of 
the glorious gospel of the grace 
of God. 

What is the secret of the effica- 
cy of Christ’s death? It is indicated 
in one little preposition, in our text. 
It is the word, For. “Christ hath 
once suffered For our sins—the 
just For the unjust—tthat he might 
bring us to God.” The efficacy of 
Christ’s death is revealed in the 
fact that it was substitutionary. 
He died For us. The story is told 
that when Mr. Spurgeon was dying, 
just before his last expiring breath, 
after he had told his loved ones 
goodbye, some who were with him 
addressed him again, and said to 
him: “Mr. Spurgeon, what is your 
gospel, now that you are dying?” 
He smiled sweetly and replied in 
four little words: “Jesus died for 
me.” There is our adequate gospel 
—fJesus died for me.” “Him who 


_ knew no sin, he made to be sin in 


our behalf; that we might become 
the righteousness of God in him.” 

It is a great mystery you say? 
It certainly is, the -highest and 
deepest-that mortals ever knew. 
The death of Christ, holy and per- 
fect, for me, unholy and unright- 
eous, avails for. me, if only I will 
accept him as my personal Sav- 
iour. You understand what it 
means when~one pays a debt for 
another. That gives some idea of 
Christ’s death for us. 


“Jesus paid it all, 
All to Him I owe, 
Sin had left its crimson stain, 
He washed it white as snow.” 


Sometimes one gives a transfu- 
sion of blood for another who is ill. 
Recently.I saw a son give his own 
life’s clean blood, by transfusion 
from one body to the other, to save 
the life of his afflicted father. That 
gives us some faint idea of how 
Christ took our place, under God’s 
‘law, and suffered in our stead, the 
full penalty for our sins. There is 
the way of substitution for sinners 
—the way of salvation for a lost 
world. 

God might have dealt with sin- 
ning humanity in one of three 


ways. He might have dealt out to 
the world stern justice only. If the 
Lord were to mete out justice only, 
we would every one be destroyed.

Christ the Only One Who Could 
Make Atonement for Sin 


Why is Christ the only one who 
can make atonement for our sins 
—the only one who can save us, 
and bring us back into right re- 
lations to the Father, from whom 
we have wandered and whose law 
we have broken? Why is Christ the 
only one who can bring us to God? 
There are some invincible reasons 
why. First of all, he is divinely ap- 
pointed for this very mission. ‘God 
so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that whoso- 
ever believeth in him, should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.” 
God, the righteous Father, appoint- 
ed Christ to be our substitute and 
righteousness; and if we will per- 
sonally accept him and trust him 
as such, he will surely save us and 
bring us into right relations with 
God. There stands the transcendent 
truth — God has especially ap- 
pointed Jesus for this matchless 
work of redemption.

Their 
experiences speak for themselves, 


_ but there are delinquent girls of 


fourteen and even younger who 
write much in the same tenor. 
“After I have seen a romantic 
love scene,’ writes a fourteen- 
year-old, “I feel as though I 
couldn’t have just one fellow to 
love me, but I would like about 
five.” In a state training school 
for delinquent girls, one hundred 
and twenty-one out of two hun- 
dred and fifty-two, virtually half, 
declare that they “felt like hav- 
ing. a man make love to them” 
after they had seen a passionate 
love picture. In the cases of these 
girls, as Professor Blumer points 
out, the distance between feel- 
ings of passionate love and sex- 
ual behavior is small. As one 
inmate, sixteen years old, admits 
with singular lucidity: 


*** “When I was on the outside 
I went to the movies almost ev- 
ery night, but only about twice 
in two months to a dance. I don’t 
like dances as well as I do mov- 
ies. A movie would get me so 
passionate after it was over that 
I just had to have relief. You 
know what I mean.” 


““A contemporary of hers. 
gives an even more graphic de- 
scription of her thrills and stir- 
rings under the impact of sex 
movies: 


*“*“When I see movies that 
excite me I always want to go 
home.and do the same things 
that I saw them do. Pictures 
where a fellow kisses a girl and 
holds her a long time are what 
gets me so excited, and I just 
want to do that myself... .pas- 
sionate love pictures do stir me_ 
up. Some and most times I go 
out from a movie and stay out 
late with a fellow. Sometimes 
never think of coming in until 
two-thirty in the morning.... 
«One* night. I went to a movie 
with a fellow of mine who drives 
a very chic little sport roadster. 
In the movie he sat with his arms 
around me, and every time the 
fellow would kiss the girl, he 
would "look at.me lovingly and 
squeeze my hand; after the mov- 
ie we went to my girl friend’s 
house and got her and her fel- 
low. Then we all went for a 
moonlight spooning ride and had 
sexual relations.” 

“May. God in heaven help eee 
ica if we do not speedily bring this 
licentious, lewd, damning monster, 
the moving picture show, under 
control! 

“Out of two hundred and fifty- 
two girls in one State training 
school for. delinquent girls, one 
hundred and twenty-one of them,, 
or practically half, declare that 
they ‘felt like having a man make 
love to them’ after they had seen 
a passionate love picture. And at 
least twenty-five per cent of them, 
one-fourth, admitted that after 
such passionate movies they had 
submitted to sex experiences and 
become delinquents. 

“Many, many more cases are 
given by these scientists, but let 
us turn away from the shocking 
testimony of girls for a moment. 
Criminal young men, interviewed 
by Dr. Blumer and Dr. Hauser, 
went into a good detail:in their 
written statements as to the in- 
fluence of the movies in their lives. 
One young man of twenty-three, 


who had served a sentence for: 


rape, told how the movies had a 
large part in his conduct and in the 
conviction for crime. He tells of his 
experience with two girls. One of 
them he met at a picture show, and 
after seeing love scenes in the mov- 
ies, he made love to this girl. Af- 
ter one. picture advertised, ‘For 
Adults Only,’ he went to the girl’s 
home and she submitted wholly to 
his desires. In that case, what 
might have been a harmless ‘pup- 
py-love’ affair became a moral 
tragedy. Later he fell in love with 


another girl, and with her attend-. 
jed love pictures and sex pictures 
juntil both became aroused and

wholly surrendered to the will of 
God for our lives! 

But what impressed me most was 
the college creed, recited in uni- 
son in the college chapel service 
every day. Standing together, the 
fine faculty and student body gave 
from memory this creed: . 


“I believe in the inspiration of 
the Bible, both the Old and New 


Testaments; the creation of man . 


by the direct act of God; the in- 
carnation and virgin birth of our 
Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ; 
His identification as the Son of 
God; His vicarious atonement for 
the sins of mankind by the shed- 
ding of His blood on the cross; the 
resurrection of His body from the 
tomb; His power to save men from 
sin; the new birth through the re- 
generation by the Holy Spirit; and 
the gift of eternal life by the grace 
of God.” 

The entire faculty signs this 
statement -of faith each year. And 
the custom has grown up that each 
member of the graduating class 
Signs the same statement of faith 
before leaving the school. Bob 
Jones College really stands by the 
fundamentals of the faith. And on 
every hand I saw evidences that 
the school is truly Christian, defi- 
nitely positively Christian, teach- 
ing that every thing in the Bible 
is so, that Christ must come first. 


In the brief revival campaign 
with which the college opens, this 
year about 60 students were saved, 
making.a clean sweep, leaving not 
a single student who does not claim 
to have taken Christ as his or her 
Saviour.
